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FEDERAL COURT REVERSES ITS ORDER 
PRIMARY ELECTION TO REMAIN SAME 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) — A 
special three judge federal court 
granted a stay of its order pro­ 
hibiting the nomination of state 
legislative 
candidates 
under 
Pennsylvania’s new reapportion­ 
ment law today and ruled that 
the 
commonwealth 
primary 
elections may go on as sched­ 
uled April 28. 


Judge Albert B. Maris of the 
3rd Circuit Court of Appeals 
announced the ruling an hour 
after he and U. S. Middle Dis­ 
trict Court Judges Michael Sher­ 
idan and William Nealon heard 
an appeal from State Atty. Gen. 
Walter E. Alessandroni to per­ 
mit the primary election pend­ 
ing an appeal to the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court. 


The three judges had ruled 
the reapportionment unconstitu­ 
tional lasst week. 


“We propose to grant a stay 
of our judgment for 15 days un­ 
til April 29,” Judge Maris an­ 
nounced. 


“ If before or on that date, an 
appeal has been filed, the stay 
will continue automatically until 
disposition of the appeal by the 
U. S. Supreme Court.” 


The jurist noted “this stay 
runs through the April prim ari­ 
es” and that it insures there 
will be no halt or delay in the 
primary elections. 


Maris said the ruling would 
be filed this afternoon in Scran­ 
ton unless bad weather pre­ 


vented it being taken there. If 
so, it will be filed Wednesday. 
he said. 


Alessandroni had asked the 
stay pending an appeal by the 
commonwealth to the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court. 


The attorney general said that 
“ the main thrust” of his argu­ 
ment was “that any revision or 
amendments to the election laws 
other than by the vote of the 
people should not become effec­ 
tive without a review by the 
U. S. Supreme Court.” 


He argued that prohibiting a 
prim ary election would deprive 
the 
voters 
of 
their 
lawful 
prerogative to nominate candi­ 
dates and that it also would 


place the nomination power “ in 
the hands of political parties 
who would select more than 400 
candidates for the state House 
and Senate.” 


Alessandroni said there are a 
number of instances where can­ 
didates are seeking the nomi­ 
nation in opposition to party or­ 
ganizations, and that a very 
popular 
candidate 
could 
be 
liminated by party leaders. 


“This could very well happen 
in districts where a nomination 
is tantamount to election,” Ales- 
sandronia argued. 


Some members of the Legis­ 
lative could be eliminated be­ 
cause their parties would not 


support them, he said. 


He also contended that follow­ 
ing the court directive could 
cost upward to $1-million in tak­ 
ing alternate courses, including 
special legislative sessions. 


It would mean throwing out 
all of the prim ary machinery 
work as as ballot printing, cer­ 
tification of candidates for local 
elections, and other points now 


completed, the attorney general 
said. 
Throughout the argument, the 
court indicated recognition of 
facts. 


The state was opposed by 
Bernard Borish, counsel for the 
Pennsylvania 
AFL-CIO, and 
Marvin Comisky, representing 
Luzerne County taxpayers. 


Borish observed “ there is no 


novelty about a fall primary, 
and a spring prim ary has no 
magic.” 
A stay would allow th'1 com­ 
monwealth to re-start the in­ 
junction-halted prim ary election 
machinery permitting nomina­ 
tion of candidates for the state 
House and Senate in the No­ 
vember general election. 


The two laws were passed by 


a Republican-controlled legisla­ 
ture under a virtual mandate 
from Commonwealth Court at 
Harrisburg and signed into law 
by Gov. William W. Scranton 
last Jan. 9 


One marked the first time 
the Senate has been reappor­ 
tioned since 1921 and the other 
rcalligned the House for the 
first time since 1953.

MOSCOW (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union today denounced as “ stu­ 
pid and provocative” a false re­ 
port of Prem ier Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s death. 


The Soviets also lodged a stiff 
protest with the West German 
DPA news agency for emulat­ 
ing the story. 


West German 
sources said 
Foreign 
Ministry press chief 
Leonid Zamyatin 
called 
in 
Heinz Wurzel, DPA’s Moscow 
correspondent, 
delivered t h e 
protest and said “correspond­ 
ing measures” would be taken 
after an investigation. 


Wurzel was reported to have 
presented apologies to Zamyatin 
from his agency. Zamyatin also 
was reported to have received 
telegrams of apology f r o m 


DPA’s director general and its 
chief editor. 


Meanwhile, Japanese corre­ 
spondents in Moscow d e n i e d 
they were involved in any way 
in Monday night’s erroneous re­ 
port about Khrushchev. Earlier 
indications were that DPA had 
circulated the report after re­ 
ceiving it from a Japanese re­ 
porter. 


Issues Denial 


Takeo Kuba of the newspaper 
Asahi Shimbun issued the de­ 
nial on behalf of other Japanese 
journalists after they met for 
V/x hours. 


Kuba said no Japanese corre­ 
spondent based in Moscow was 
responsible for the erroneous 
report.
